Orders. ' Cervera's Fleet Certainly Bottled 


Up by Schley at Santiago. 


SECOND CALL FOR TROOPS 


President llIcKiuley Calls for 75,000 


More Volunteers. 


Washington, May 23.—President Mc- 


Kinley has issued a call for 75,000 more 
volunteers, making the total army 
strength, both regular and volunteer, 
280,000 troops. The proclamation is simi- 
lar to the President's previous one except 
in number called for. 


Secretary of War Alger stated this 


afternoon that the additional volunteers 
would not be recruited from the National 
Guard as were the others but that the 
enlistments would be opened. 
The de- 


cision to issue this additional cali was 
reached at a cabinet meeting held yes- 
terday. It indicates a determination, to 
press the campaign vigorously. 


The assistant quartermaster general of 


the army at St. Louis has been sent orders 
to buy mules without limit. A hundred 
thousand dollars has been spent for mules 
alone inside of a week. 


There have now been mustered into the 


service in the volunteer army 112,000 men, 
the majority of whom are ready to move 
to the front. Two-thirds' of the states 
have already completed their musters. 
The failure of some of the southern states 
to furnish the men called for is a surprise 
to army officers. It is not regarded as a 
lack of patriotism, but on account of 
home ties of many members who expect 
men unhampered by each obligations to 
enlist 
first.

The navy department announced today 
the purchase of the ferry boat East Bos- 
ton from ths city of Boston for use in part 
for the defence of the harbor of Boston.

Friday morning Admiral Sampson was

The battleship Iowa followed Com- 


modore Schley on Friday, but was over- 
taken off Oape San Antonio Saturday 
by the Dupont with secret instructions.

pedo boat destroyer Terror Is being 
coaled by the Alicante, which lies at the 
mouth of the Fort de France harbor. 
It was all al<»ig supposed that she was 
a hospital ship; but there is no doubt 
that she carries a cargo of coal for the 
Spanish warships. Her pretensions tn 
be a hospital ship were obviously put 
forward as a blind.

the Adula brought mail from the Mar- 
blehead; and he cites the British neu- 
trality clause declaring that official dis- 
patches are contraband. 


The colonial authorities, after inquiry, 


replied that no proof existed of the ex- 
istence of official dispatches fro-rl the 
Warblehead, but only of the* personal 
letters of the officers and men which 
were accepted as <in act of courtesy for 
mailing here. 
The Spanish, consul, persisting in his 


demand for the privilege to search all 
packages sealed or unsealed, and the 
persons of passengers, the colonial gov- 
ernment replied that such a thing could 
not be allowed without proof of reason- 
able probability. The colonial authori- 
ties are understood to have inquired of 
London for advice. 
They are reluctant 


to do anything displeasing to ths United 
States, and yet are determined to en- 
force neutrality. 


Nothing Is Disclosed. 


Madrid, May 25.—A mysterious silence 


reigns in official circles. The govern- 
ment discloses nothing from the seat of 
war. A local paper observes: "An un- 
explained feeling of despondency is 
noticeable. As no bad news has been 
received, we can only suggest that this 
feeling is caused by fears of a pro- 
longation of the war." 


The national subscription to increase

Physical Ills of Cubans. 


Des Moines, la., May 25.—The United 


States consul at Matanzas, A. G. Brice 
of Bedford, Ta , in an interview yester- 
day said: "I wish to assure the volun- 
teers in the different states that there 
is little danger of the United 
States 


soldiers falling victims to disease in 
Cuba. I speak from experience in the 
province of Matanzas, where there has 
been the ^J^itest suffering among the 
reconcentrados. The physical ills of the 
Cubans and Spaniards in the armies re- 
sult from deplorable sanitary conditions. 
Field operations are perfectly practi- 
cable during the rainy season, if there 
is a proper observance of the'ordinary 
rules of health." 


Finances of Spain. 


Madrid, May 25.—In the chamber of 


deputies Tuesday Mr. Pulgcerver, min- 
ister of finance, replying to the criticisms 
of Marquis Vlllaverde, Conservative, 
With respect to the financial policy of 
the government, repudiated the charge 
of want of foresight, and answered that 
Spain's finances were In a "satisfactory 
condition," assuring the payment of all 
the expenses of the war. In view of the 
impossibility 
of 
negotiating 
loans 


abroad, there was no means of raising 
funds to continue the war except by an 
extension of the bank of Spain's note 
issue, which, however, did not imply a 
forced paper currency. He proposed to 
convert the treasury's floating debt, 
now nearly 500,000,000 pesetas, into small 
denomination treasury bonds. He ex- 
plained the proposed conversion of the 
external debt, but avoided any allusion 
to the proposed ta* on the national debt 
Puigcerver affirmed the necessity of a 
20 percent ibortase^n all taxation, in- 
cluding that on agriculture.

Key West, May 25.—Schley was on 


guard in front of Santiago harbor all 
day yesterday, waiting like a lion to 
spring upon his prey. He must have ar- 
rived there some time Monday night, but 
it was evidently not until yesterday that 
he was able definitely to determine the 
presence of the hostile fleet. 


The latter must either come out and 


fight or else be forced to Remain in help- 
less imprisonment. Admiral Cervera 
must die like a rat in a. trap or else he 
must make a bold dash for liberty. In ' 
either event the result will be the same. 
The Spanish'fleet -will go down before ; 
trie at<)rm of shot and shell which will be 
hurled upon it by the unerring marks- 
men of our fleet. Tip to the present time 
Admiral Cervera has apparently not de- 
cidtd which fate he will choose. 


It may be asked why he was not In- 


stantly attacked. It is not an easy 
thing to force him to give battle. 


The entrance to the harbor, less than, 


one-quarter of a. mile wide, with a chan- 
nel crooked and only 500 feet broad, 
makes it impossible, practically, for 
Sampson to go into the harbor after Cer- 
vera. Cervera holds the ingress to the 
harbor as completely as Sampson holds 
theegressfrom.it. 


The boldness of the coast here pre- 


vents either squadron from seeing the 
other; consequently they cannot shoot 
at each other with any measure of ac- 
curacy. To be sure the guns of the 
battleships, or of the monitors, if any 
are there, might be elevated so as to cast 
heavy shells over the cliffs, allowing 
them to fall in the vicinity of the ships 
cr the city. 
~ 
^ 


It would be all chance work, of course, 


and If the shells became too uncom- 
fortable Cervera might be forced to come 
out and flght. In that case it would 
mean certain destruction for him. A 
sufficient United States fleet has already 
gathered about the entrance of tne har- 
bor to sink Cervera's ships as they ap- 
peared in view. 
Notwithstanding the undeniable for- 


mldabillty of Cervera's four cruisers and 
his smaller but very dangerous destroy- 
e»s. It is now believed by naval men that 
he is practically powerless because of 
a Supposed inability of-Car*cera to gecur& 
a new supply of coal. Although num- 
erous reports of the coaling of the squad- 
ron were circulated, it Is not believed 
that the Spanish admiral secured poal 
enough at Martinique and Curacoa to 
anywhere near fill his £3nost depleted 
bunkers. 


In fact, at Curacoa he was allowed to 
take only two ships into the harbor, and 
the amount of coal taken on board there 
was not more than sufficient to carry 
the squadron to Santiago. Spanish re- 
ports allege that there was plenty of 
coal af Santiago, but naval men say 
that this is not so. With empty bunk- 
ers the Spanish admiral is certainly in 
an almost helpless condition. Un/Jer 
these circumstances his running into a 
harbor like .Santiago, which possesses 
almost impregnable natural defenses, is 
not difficult to understand. Cervera's 
only hope then Is for aid from Spain in 
the shape of the Cadiz squadron. If it 
should cross the ocean, and should join 
with (Jervera, the Spaniards would have 
a very respectable force. They would 
be able to make a big resistance. But 
the trouble is that Sampson's fleet would 
be able to intercept the Cadiz squadron 
and destroy it before Cervera 
would 
know anything about It. 


If Cervera's fleet is in Santiago and 


Schley Is patrolling the entrance to the 
harbor, no battle should be expected for 
awhile yet. Sampson could not risk any 
of his ships into the harbor, for the ter- 
rible torpedo boat destroyers would be 
in their element, and then, if ever, they 
would gat in their deadly work. A well 
directed torpedo would mean the de- 
struction of our biggest ships. Admiral 
Sampson will therefore be obliged to take 
up his position off the harbor and wait. 


There is evidence, circumstantial, it is 


true, but nevertheless entitled to some 
weight, to show that Admiral Sampson 
is now off Havana. The 
dispatches 


Which were sent him yesterday from the 
navy department went to Key West and 
not to Cape Haytien. This would indi- 
cate that they were to be carried by dis- 
patch boats across from Key West to 
Havana. In addition to this it is known 
that last Sunday night Admiral Samp- 
son's squadron was keeping guard over 
the entrance to Havana harbor, there 
being at that time a possibility that 
Admiral Cervera had slipped out of 
(Santiago harbor and was making for 
Havana. 


The Sixth Massachusetts is settling

Give a thorough preparation before an# 


cultivation after planting. 


Remember that one acre well tended la 


worth a half dozen neglected. 


Never send to a distant market as long 


as yon can make a good one at home. 


It is not too late yet to remove all small, 


imperfect canes and dead branches from 
fruit plants. 


There is danger of injury to plants by 


allowing a heavy mulch to remain on too 
late in the spring. 


Plants in seed bed should not be allowed 


to grow too thick, or they will be weak 
and spindling. 
Give them room to grow 


stocky. 


Prune peach trees closely. The more 


peach trees are cut back when young the 
more stocky will be the trunk and 
branches. 


With fruits two mistakes are often 


made—one in setting out a large number 
of varieties and the other in setting out 
too old trees. 


When the trees have become well estab- 


lished, the place for manure is between 
the rows and around the trees, not close 
up under them.

TAX 


Opposition to the Proposition Hcarc 


From Ia the Senate. 


•Washington, May 25.—Mr. Platt of 


Connecticut declared his belief that the 
•war revenue bill would raise a sufficient 
amount without the corporation tax 
It was an excess of caution, he thought 
that had prompted the chairman oi the 
ways and means commutes of the house 
to underestimate the amount which the 
blU probably would raise. Mr. Platt 
thought tha bond featuie proposed by 
the minority of the finance committee 
was eminently fair. It was perfectly 
proper that the burdens of the war 
should be distributed over a period of 
years. The burdens wers thus made 
easier to carry. Tha tax on corporations 
was unjust for many reasons, and he was 
satisfied it was illegal and unconstitu- 
tional. It was notably unjust because 
it discriminated between persons in the 
same lines of business. He realized, he 
Bald, the sentiment of the present day 
against corporations and the desire on 
the part of many to get at them through 
taxation. The pending feature of the 
bill was a special excise tax on corpora- 
tions, purely as such, and it is the firsl 
time it has ever been tried in this coun- 
try. 


Mr. Lindsay 
of Kentucky, in the 


course of a legal argument upon the 
corporation tax feature, said it was im- 
possible for the government to levy taxes 
of this kind except on consumption and 
on industry. No man pretended to in- 
sist that corporate property ought not 
to be taxed, if taxation were necessary, 
but the question here presented was 
•whether the tax proposed to be levied 
was fair and equitable. He maintained 
that it was the part of wisdom for con- 
gress to enact only such legislation as 
would be beyond controversy in the 
courts. 


Mr. Frye declared that the proposed 


tax on corporations was a good scheme 
to encourage enlistment in the United 
States army. "I fully and firmly be- 
lieve," said he, "that if this feature of the 
bill be enacted into law 1,000,000 of men 
will be out of work." Mr. Frye main- 
tained that the burden of the tax would 
fall upon the men and women who work 
in the mills, for it was perfectly evident 
that, in the event the tax is levied, the 
mills must either close entirely, or re- 
duce wages. In either event strikes and 
misery would result in industrial cen- 
ters. Mr. Frye objected, too, to the tax 
on bank deposits because of the burden 
placed upon deposits in savings banks. 
He did not believe, he said, that sena- 
tors from tie south had any proper con- 
ception of the savings bank as it wag 
known in New England. It was really 
a philanthropic institution. 


Bay State Legislature. 


Boston, May 25.—Governor Wolcott 


sent to the senate yesterday a brief mes- 
sage, significant in light of recent bank 
troubles in the state. 
He asks if it is 


not desidable to limit more strictly the 
connection in locality or in the personnel 
of their officers, oi savings banks and 
other money Institutions. 
He further 


says: 
"The commonwealth haa in seme 


d«gree assumed the position of a guard- 
ian of the savings of her industrious 
and frugal citizens of moderate means, 
and as experience may from time to time 
indicate that new safeguards are rea- 
sonable and necessary it becomes, in my 
opinion, the duty of the legislature to 
remove causes of danger or distrust," 


Governor Wolccrtt was sustained in hie 


veto of the Boston aldermanic bill. Far 
from obtaining a two-thirds vote, the 
friends of the bill in the house could not 
even get a majority, th* vote on passing 
over the veto being 62 yeas to 98 nays. 


The bill to prevent a continuance of 


the practice of so-called "coinsurance" 
on mercantHa risks was refused a thirg 
reading in the senate by a vote of 9 to 
17. 


The Omaha junket was disapproved of 


by the house. 


The senate discussed the bill on using 


the national emblem for advertising 
purposes without reaching a vote. 


Friction Over Fisheries. 


St. Johns, May 25.—Owing to the ac- 


tion of the colonial cabinet In enforc- 
ing the law prohibiting the export of 
bait from our waters to the islands of 
St. Pierre and Miquelon, the French fish- 
ery on the Grand banks this season ia 
practically ruined. 
The French in re- 


taliation demand that the colonial cab- 
inet shall forbid nomadic Newfound- 
land vessels from fishing on the treaty 
coast, where the French have fishery 
rights. 


The British colonial office wired ask- 


ing the Newfoundland colonial ministry 
to frame resolutions to that effect, fear- 
ing to provoke trouble between France 
and Great Britain. 
The Newfoundland 


cabinet declines to interfere, contend- 
ing that this is a matter for inquiry by 
the royal commission recently appointed 
to investigate the colony's affairs. 
It 


is expected that the cabinet's decision 
will lead to severe friction between the 
French and English warships alone the 
traaty coast this season.

WE MUST TAKE HAWAII 


Philippine Situation Makes the Ac- 


tion Unavoidable. 


Coaling at the Islands Is a 


Breach of Neutrality. 


Hawaliani toeconu Aide* of Americans In 


Permitting IL , 


"Washington, May K.~~The Philip- 


pines expedition is off in dead earnest. 
The sending of three ships will affect the 
Hawaiian question vitally. Like the 
Charleston, the transports must stop at 
Hawaii to replenish their bunkers from 
the great heaps of coal that Consul Gen- 
eral Hayward has been piling up for 
months past. If the Ha-.vaiians let us 
take this coal without the pretext that 
we are usine it to make our way to the 
nearest home port, as is required by in- 
ternational law in such casas, they will 
stand convicted of a gross breach of neu- 
trality that in the eyes of the law of 
nations allies them with the United 
States in hostility with Spain. The tak- 
ing; of coal by the American ships at 
Hawaii to make~an extensive campaign 
against the Spanish possessions, it is be- 
lieved here, will result in compelling the 
United States either to assume a pro- 
tectorate over the islands, or to annex 
them. 


An earnest effort will be made to secure 


American boats, but it is very plainly 
set forth by Mr. Meikeljohn that the of- 
ficials will not lose further time, but 
will instead ask that American registry 
be given to foreign vessels, or else im- 
press American steamers into service. 


Island ad4;ce£ leave nothing to sur- 


mise on the disposition of the governing 
body. Members of the Hawaiian cabinet 
refuse to deny or affirm the rumor that 
their government has offered the island 
to the American government as a base 
of operations in the war. The draft of 
a bill having this object in view has been 
received and sent to the senate in secret 
session, but members object to the bill, 
saying that all the republic can do or of- 
fer, to do is contained in the annexation 
treaty. To pass the bill or even to con- 
sider it would savor of over-anxiety, 
•which would be very apt to defeat its 
own purposes. President Dole haa f.o 
power to cede the islands without rati- 
fication by the Hawaiian legislature. 
In the meantime the American troops 
will be allowed openly by the government 
all the freedom of the port. TEJiey will 
be sold all the food supplies and coal they 
can carry off, and will be given all the 
assistance lying within the power of the 
people. 


"We have not. secured any new ships, 


but are still negotiating for the Colon 
and China," said Assistant Secretary 
Meikeljohn. The difficulty with these 
ships has been the question of price, the 
owners of them and tfaa department of- 
ficials being una»l« to agree upon the 
rates to be paid. Mr. Meikeljohn has 
not yet put into execution his threat to 
impress some of the ships on the Pacific 
coast into the service of the United 
States, and he hopes this will ntft be 
necessary, but that the companies will 
offer their vessels to the government at 
reasonable rates. It is believed to be 
likely, however, tha* a recommendation 
will be made to1 congress granting an 
American registry to the Tacorna, Vic- 
toria and Argyll of the Northern Pacific 
steamship line so that they may be 
fitted out for use as transports aa 
promptly as possible. 


A large number of ships have been of- 


fered to the department at reasonable 
rates, but they were in such condition 
that the officials refused them on the 
ground that it would net be safe to send 
troops in them. Should the government 
decide to ask that an American registry 
be given to all six vessels of the Northerh 
Pacific Steamship company and they be 
secured for transport purposes, these 
with the five ships already secured and 
the -China, Colon aj>d Ohio, would fur- 
nish accommodations, it is believed, for 
between 15,000 and 17,000 men—just about 
tht number which the war department 
Will send to Admiral Dewey.

"Fruit of Evil Seed Scattered With 


Impunity," 


That Is the Way Pope Leo 


Befers to Them. 


S*y* Thai thi Church Teiohas Men to Avoid 


Rioting. 


Rome, May 25.—The Observer publishes 


a letter from the pope to Cardinal Andrea 
Ferrari, archbishop of Milan, expressing 
profound emotion because of the grave 
disorders In Italy. The pope Bays: 
"These disorders are the fruit of evil 
seed, scattered with impunity in Italy, 
•which leads to the corruption of minds, 
the perversion of morals and the detri- 
ment of religion. We have seen that, 
Instead of exhorting and calming wicked 
people, honest citizens have been guilty 
K disorders in a mistaken Idea that they 
are devoting' themselves to the Interests 
Ot the church and the holy see, affecting 
to ignore the fact that the church 
teaches men to avoid rioting; but it was 
not the Catholics who provoked the dis- 
orders, the authors of which must be 
sought elsewhere." 


The pope could have wished, he con- 


tinues, that Cardinal Ferrari had been 
at Milan at the time of the rioting In 
crder to pacify the people; and he de- 
clares that he has been greatly moved 
by the insults contained in the mani- 
festo. It was not against the person of 
the cardinal, -who has always exempli- 
fied great pastoral charity, that the at- 
tacks were directed, but against the 
principles he represented. It is im- 
possible to understand whither such a 
campaign can lead when the social au- 
thority is shaken. 


The pope declares, however, that he 


has derived great consolation from the 
evidences ot devotion of which the arch- 
bishop has been the object and, conclud- 
ing the letter, expresses his confidence 
that the Catholic clergy at Milan will 
remain under the influence of their affec- 
tion for thetr pastor.

Thirty-four years ago a tree wns plant- 


ed and the letters "T. H. M." out in the 
bark. 


It was planted at the foot of a grave in 


a beautiful cemetery in one of the Ohio 
river towns in Kentucky. The letters were 
out in the bark so that when the tree grew 
they would grow with it and not fade out 
as in wood and often in marble, but be- 
come more distinct with time. There was 
no headstoDO, footboard or other mark 
save the tree with the letters to indicate 
who the mortal was that reposed beneath 
tbe little mound of earth. 


The tree grew and spread its branches 


as a oonopy over tbe grave. Birds sang 
In its branches, wooing melodies to their 
mates, and fluttered in their ecstasy of joy 
as they taught their nestlings to stretch 
their wings nnd fly. 


Visitors wondered what these letters 


meant and speculated long and often as to 
who was buried there, but none could 
answer. 


It Is the purpose of this narrative to 


throw some light on the subject, for it was 
tbe writer who cut the letters in the tree. 
It embraces one of those strange coinci- 
dences with whioh history furnishes an 
oroasional parallel, but which may be 
classed among the marvelous when it oc- 
curs. 


The story began with Itfary Forbes, 


whom I knew in childhood days. She 
was tbe daughter of a neighboring farm 


strong. Her face was bronzed from ex- 
posure and could have been cattily mistak- 
en for that of a man, particularly when 
half cpvered.wlth the regulation soldier's 
cap.

gently taking her hand, I said: "My gcod 
woman, you must be aware that your life 
is fast going out, and that a few hours at 
best will see the end. I have no personal 
interest in knowing who you are or what 
misfortune has brought you to BO untime- 
ly a pass. But thtrc ruuy bs othort> who 
have a-porsonal interest in knowing your 
fate, and as I perceive by your accent you 
are Scotch or of Scotch parentage I would 
bo glad to do you a service, for lam partly 
of that nationality myself." 


1 ceased speaking, but there was no re- 


ply. 
She simply looked at me, nothing 


more. My finger was on her pulso. It flut- 
tered, bounded and fluttered again. 


I waited. Her eyes were still on my 


face, but she paid nothing. She was very 
weak, and I gave her time. It might bave 
been 30 minutes or ualf an hour. 


"What's your name'" sbe said at length. 
I told her and waited as before. I was 


long in doubt whether sbe would pursue 
the matter further, but at last came the 
question, "Where are you from?" 


Glad of tho opportunity, I gave her the 


name of tha state, county, nearest towa 
and neighborhood in which I was born. 


For a short space I thought tbe heart 


ceased to boat. The pulse was beyond my 
sense of touch. But she revived slowly 
and in an hour's time was able to speak. 
"Come close to me," she said, "for I am 
very weak." 


I drew my ohnir and bent over her. 
"Did you know a family by the name of 


Forbes!1" she asked.

The first battle, or, rather, skirmish, 


for Texan independence from Mexico 
was fought near Gonzales on Oct. 2, 
1835. 
Sam Houston was commander In 


chief of the ranger patriots. This war 
Included the tragedy of the Alamo on 
Feb. 23, 1836, when the strong fort near 
San Antonio, garrisoned at the time by 
140 men under command of W. B. Trav- 
is and 32 more who subsequently forced 
their way through the Mexicans out- 
side, was bombarded by Santa Anna 
and 4,000 soldiers for 11 days and final- 
ly carried by assault. On March 6 the 
entire garrison was put to the sword, 
and but three persons—a woman, a 
child and a servant—were spared. The 
Mexicans lost 1,600 of their force. Davy 
Crockett was found with a heap of 
Mexicans about him killed in hia last 
brave fight. 


The battle of San Jaclnto on April 21 


following, in which Houston defeated 
and captured Santa Anna, practically 
ended the war. There was no declara- 
tion of peace or even of a cessation of 
hostilities, but the Mexicans did not 
again invade the disputed territory, and, 
left undisturbed, the Texans elected 
Houston president in September, and 
he was inaugurated on Oct. 22. 


In March, 1837, the United States ac- 


knowledged the independence of Texas, 
but Mexico never has done so and still 
probably claims technical and moral 
right to that state as a part of her pos- 
sessions. 
Texas was annexed to the Union in 


1845, and this act was regarded by Mex- 
ico as a casus belli. Hostilities began 
April 25, 1846, and in May General Zach- 
ary Taylor crossed the Rio Grande, and 
there resulted a series of engagements 
in which the American arms were uni- 
formly successful. At the sime time 
Commodores Sloat and Stockton and 
Colonel Fremont were conquering Cali- 
fornia. 


The great battle of Buena Vista was 


fought on Feb. 22, 1847, and the last 
general battles were the five successive 
victories won by Scott in one day, Aug.

From besir.nir.s to end it is simply 
from Jan. 31. The regular forces of the 
Paris garrison—troops of the line, ma- 
rines knd gardes mobiles—laid down 
their arms, only 12,000 men and the na- 
tional guard being allowed to retain 
them for the preservation of order. The 
garrison was interned for the time of 
armistice and afterward regarded as 
prisoners. They were not transferred to 
Germany because every possible place 
was already overflowing with captives. 
The forts were occupied on the 29th 
without opposition. The blockade of 
Paris lasted 132 days, and the greater 
part of the German forces then detain- 
ed outside the walls were released to 
end the war in the open rfeld. 


Fighting still continued in other parts 


of France, but with the capital city in 
the hands of the enemy belligerent 
operations were comparatively inactive 
and wholly futile. On Feb. 15 a definitive 
treaty was signed at Versailles, declar- 
ing the war at an end, the French pro- 
visional government accepting the hu- 
miliations Germany imposed upon the 
conquered country. They were obliged 
to surrender Lorraine and Alsace, with 
the exception of Belfort, and to pay a 
war indemnity of five milliard francs, or 
$1,000,000,000. As long as German troops 
remained on French soil they were fed 
at the expense of France. Another ar- 
mistice was prolonged to March 12, but 
It was in the option of either of the two 
powers to end it after March 3 by giv- 
ing three days' notice. 


There was a parade of the German 


forces in certain streets of Paris on 
March 1, by which the Emperor Wil- 
liam avenged the slights placed upon 
his mother, Queen Louise, by the great 
Napoleon 60 years before. On March 
15 the German monarch left Nancy for 
Berlin. Then appeared the commjlne, 
and Paris had all the horrors of civil 
war for three months or more, but the 
invaders remained outside Paris and 
continued on French territory until the 
indemnity was paid. 


In the meantime the negotiations 


commenced In Brussels and continued I fleet at Pirjeus, the port of Athens, soon 


inclined the Greqian monarch to recall 
his troops. 


On Feb. 19, 1897, King George of 


Greece announced that he was going to 
take the field to repel a threatened 
Turkish invasion. The Cretan massa- 
cres had been continuing for some time 
and had horrified the world. The Greeks 
in defense of their brother Christians 
had occupied the island of Crete and 
stopped the wholesale slaughter. - 


The- opposing forces both rushed into 


Thessaly, but after a few initial suc- 
cesses on the part of .the Greeks the lat- 
ter were generally "completely defeated, 


shell from the Japanese cruiser entered 
the turret and killed every man Inside. 


On Feb. 12 negotiations wero besua 


between Admiral Ting and Admiral Ito 
for the surrender of the Chinese fleet. 
Five days later the negotiations were 
concluded, and the Japanese entered 
the Wei-Hai-Wel harbor and took pos- 
session of the ten remaining ships, but 
there was another series of dashing cn« 
gagements, ending in the complete de- 
feat of the Chinese. Even Philo McGif- 
fin could not bring victory to the faint 
hearted, yellow tinted Celestials. Tlia 
negotiations were extraordinarily direct 
and in a few weeks were settled. China 
was forced to pay a large war Indem- 
nity, which she handed over almost im- 
mediately, and the nix months' war was 
ended. 


It will be noticed that formerly wars 


continued after the declaration of an ar- 
mistice and even sometimes later than 
the conclusion of a peace treaty, ya 
was the cap,e in the war of 1812, tho bat- 
tle of New Orleans being fought on Jan. 
8, 1815, though the United States and 
England hart agreed upon terms of 
pacification in December. 


This was owing principally to the ab- 


sence of telegiaphic ouic:inu:iiealiuu, 
rapid mail service, lailroacts, cables 
and all the latter day facilities for quick 
interchange of messages, and also part- 
ly to that spirit of warlike hati-Pd 
which, now controlled by military dis- 
cipline, gave vent to a sort of qualified 
savagery upon a defeated enemy. Tlio 
shadow of peace broods over the very 
battlefields at present, and a sudden 
termination of the most bloody "vvara 
may be expected, although there will 
still be the tedious and long drawn out 
diplomatic conferences and agreements 
of the peace commissioners represent- 
ing the contending nations.

Wishing for the time when the white 
winged dove of peace will spread its 
wings over the country and blot out ev- 
erything pertaining to strife and the de- 
struction of human life, for, much as we 
may despise the Spaniards, it must be 
admitted that retribution to them in the 
present instance has been as terrible as 
it has been swift. 


To the lay mind whenever a nation 


gets tired of fighting it so informs the 
one with which it happens to be at war, 
and the next morning's sun dawns upon 
the two countries with everything going 
along as usual. Of course this is about 
as incorrect an impression as one could 
possibly form. Individuals sometimes 
trust each other, nations never. The 
process of ending a war is as tedious 
and red tapy as that by which it was 
brought into existence, and the methods 
hitherto employed for the purpose of at- 
taining this end may not be uninterest- 
ing at the present moment. 


The final engagement of a conflict be- 


tween nations is usually some decisive 
battle on land or sea in which one of 
the antagonists is so completely beaten 
that further hostilities would serve to 
reduce warfare to little less than bar- 
barous extermination, and the sequence 
is—because, if not so, the civilized na- 
tions of the world would intervene—that

Scott en route to Coyhoacan was met 
by commissioners from Santa Anna 
proposing an armistice. There was no 
agreement as to time, and the Ameri- 
can commander told them he woull 
sleep that night at Tacubaya. The 
commissioners declared that if he would 
delay his march a few hours they would 
send an order to the Fortress of Cha- 
pultepec not to fire on him. There was 
no halting, however, and that night 
Scott occupied the archiepiscopal pal- 
ace of Mexico.' At the time he could 
easily have entered the plaza of ths 
City of Mexico or demolished its sp!en- 


edifice by the fire of his bombs, 
instead, in conformity with the 


dictates of humanity, he received on 
the following morning the -propositions 
of the Mexican commissioners for a 
truce. This he arranged on his own 
terms. The formal report made by the 
Mexican commissioners to the secretary 
for foreign relations Sept. 7, 1847, an- 
nounced that the discussions had closed 
and the negotiations had failed. 


On the day preceding Scott gave San- 


ta Anna notice of certain breaches of 
the armistice. The Mexican chief re- 
plied with similar complaints. Then the

The days have passed when a sma'l 


army of professional soldiers goes to war 
to conquer a city or a province and aft- 
er a few battles seeks winter quarters 
from which to sue for peace or to ac- 
cept the capitulation of the enemy. 
Tin; wars of the present call 'Whole 
nations to arms, the entire financial re- 
sources of the government are involved, 
and the different seasons of the year 
hav» no bearing on the necessary prog- 
ress of hostilities. 


But-how do -wars end? Their begin- 
ning Is 
lays in 


none. too rapid, but the de- 
fiettling the diplomatic ques- 


tions are generally of an exasperating 


ation. The smallness of the garrison 
saved it from severe punishment. It 
concentrated Its efforts In the best 
protected part. Not a man was killed on 
either side during the bombardment. 
One soldier of the garrison was mor- 
tally injured on the day of surrender by 
the bursting of a gun while firing a sa- 
lute to the star spangled banner be- 
fore lowering it. This man, not killed in 
battle, was the first victim of the civil 
war. 


The surrender of General Lee on April 


9, 1865, at Appomattox Court House vir- 
tually terminated the war. The surren- 
der of General Johnston to Sherman fol- 
lowed 17 days later, and thus the two 
principal armies of the Confederacy 
were disbanded. There were some minor 
collisions after April 9, the last being 
fought on the Rio Grande, in Texas. 
May 13. The transmisslsslppi army of 
the Confederacy, the last in the field.

Later Turkish com- 
missioners were invested with full pow- 
ers to grant any demand? by the Rus- 
sians, and on Jan. 31, 1878, the armistice 
and preliminaries of peace were signed 
at Adrianople. The armistice contain- 
ing ten articles of declarations conclud- 
ed peace between Russia, Servia, Rou- 
mania and Turkey. 


Peace negotiations were concluded In 


San Stefano, where the treaty was sign- 
ed on March 2. Montenegro, Servia and 
Roumania were all declared independ- 
ent, and Bulgaria's boundary line .was 
determined and extended, the principal- 
ity being left a vassal of the porte, 
though the people did not acknowledge 
any such condition. 


The Greeks on Feb. 2 invaded Thes-

He was Cap- 
tain Philo McGiffln, the commander of 
the Chinese battleship Chen Yuen, one 
of the few vessels that survived the 
fight. She was struck by shot and shell 
more than 400 times, but was still able 
to fight when the Japanese fleet with- 
drew. Every man on board of her was 
wounded and the majority of her crew 
slain. McGiffin was wounded more than 
40 times, his most serious injuries com- 
ing from the bursting of his own ship's 
guns. The Chen Yuen was on fire' on 
the port side, and the Japanese kept

Spain's Many 


Troubled Years, 


Queen Isabella, a. child 3 years old, 


succeeded to the Spanish throne in 1S33, 
her father, Ferdinand VII, having 
abolished the Salic law. Her father's 
brother, Don Carlos, the next mala 
heir, protested and organized the first 
;arlist rebellion. This civil war, stub- 
bornly and ferociously fought, lasted 
until 1839, when the Basque provinces 
surrendered and Charles V abdicated 
in favor of his son, Don Carlos. 


In" 1840 the regent queen Christina 


was driven from the country by a mil- 
itary revolution, and General Espartero, 
who had beaten Don Carlos, became re. 
gent. 


In 1843 another revolution drove Es- . 


partero out and brought Queen Chris- 
tina back. Isabella was declared of 
age and married to her cousin, Fran- 
cis d'Assis, and her sister Maria to 
Montpensier, heir to the French throne. - 


In 1854 a military Insurrection under 


General O'Donnell forced the "res'tora- • 
tidn of the constitution of 1837; 


In 1856 Madrid revolted, and the-king- 


dom was declared in a state of siege. 


In 1860 the second Carlist war broke 


out in favor of Don Carlos II. It wag 
suppressed, and the'claimant died, be- • 
ing succeeded by his trother, Don Juan. 


Insurrections were too numerous to 


mention between 1865 and 1868. They 
were each suppressed, but one was al» 
ways trending on the other's heels. 
In September, 1868, a military revo-. 


lution against the throne, headed by 
Prim and Serrano, was successful, and 
Queen Isabella fled to France with her 
mother and children. 


Several republican insurrections fol- 


lowed rapidly against military rule, 
which were suppessed with bloodshed 
and cruelty.

Involving 8,000 troops broke out In Mad- 
rid and Insurrections in" other places.

During the next four years peace fell 


upon the land, broken only by constant 
laboivriots and the shooting of strikers.

Tuesday evening and voted to order the 
paving of the following streets with 
vitrifled brick, such as is used on Main 
street: Eagle street, from Main to Union;

Center; Bank and Morris streets, 
from 


Main to the Boston & Albany tracks 
with the necessary connection on Sum- 
mer street. 


The council also voted to authorize the 


city treasurer to borrow $85,000 from the 
Provident institution for savings of Bos- 
ton at a rate not to exceed 3 5-8 per cent. 
Ot this $30,000 is for sewers, $30,000 for re- 
funding and 525,000 for paving. 


The 
question of paving 
material 


brought out an interesting ducussion. The 
committee on streets to whom the mat- 
ter had been referred at the April meet- 
ing, reported in favor of brick paving for 
all the streets named except Union street 
where brick or granite block was vo be 
allowed. Councilman Perry immediately 
wanted to know why. 
Chairman Bar- 


nard of the committee favored brick for 
most of the streets. There was still some 
discussion as to which was better for 
Union street, and which the abuttors 
would prefer. 
The abuttors on Eagle 


street, which has the same heavy team- 
ing that Union street has, had already re- 
quested brick. 


The discussion on this point was con- 


tinued when the Union street item was 
taken up separately for final vote. Com- 
missioner of Public Works Emlgh was 
called in at the request of the council to 
explain the matter more fully. 
He said 


that 
he believed granite block to be 


better for some Streets on which there 
was much heavy teaming but that abut- 
tors 
usually preferred 
brick. 
The 


abnttors on Union street had not yet 
expressed a preference, and he hoped to 
use granite if the shatters did not especi- 
ally request briek. The matter had there- 
fore been left open at the advice of the 
City Solicitor. 


The councllmen were not impressed 


with the advisability of allowing any dis- 
cretion in the matter, and a number 
spoke in favor of brick, including Conn- 
ciliuen Bracewell, Perry, Wills, Amadon 
and Brown. Councilman Brown gave a 
vivid description of Marshall street's 
granite blocks. He said that if the coun- 
cil could stay for a day on that street the 
noiae would convince them of the adyan- 
tage of brick. It would make them think 
the whole Spanish fleet was descending 
on the city. 


On motion of Mr. Perry the option was 


struck out of the order, and Union street 
trill have brick paving. 


The previous orders for borrowing two 


sums of $30,090 each for sewers and re- 
funding a part of the city debt due this 
year were rescinded and new orders were 
passed for the borrowing of the amounts 
from the Provident institution. 


This is in accordance with the request 


of the institution which desires a council 
vote which mentions the source of the 
loan before lending any money. 


An order was passed for borrowing 


from the same source $25,000 for paving, 
payable in five annnai payments of $5000 
each. One locn of $80.000 is payable in 
annnai payments of f 1000 for 30 years, and 
one is payable in 20 annual payments of 
(1,000 each. 


The petition from the city library trus- 


tee was referred to the committee on 
finance. The ordinance in regard to junk 
dealers was still further amended to allow 
a fine of $20 for each failure to secure the 
necessary license. A petition from L. H. 
Jenks to be allowed to alter his building 
at 12 Union street was referred to the 
committee on buildings. 


Bid For Government Shoes 


An attempt was made recently by the 


Sampson manufacturing company to get 
a government order for shoes placed in 
tbe city, but it was not successful. 
The 


government asked for sewed or Goodyear 
welt for the soldiers, and as the Sampson 
company was the only one in the city 
:bat made shoes of the Goodyear welt 
kind it was tbe only one that could be- 
come bidders. The company submitted 
sample shoes and its lowest figures, but 
the order went elsewhere. 
The shoe 


made by the local concern was very satis- 
'actory to tho government representa- 
tives. 


George W. Chase of the company was 


present when his rhoe was inspected and 
Hted on some of the men. The men de- 
clared that the North Adam* shoe was 
the best fit. Out of the 300,000 pairs 
wanted by the government, 150,000 went 
to John Wanamaker and the other half 
was apportioned out among other large 
concerns. Tbe North Adams bid was the 
owest possible from the North Adams 
standpoint. It is not generally known 
that tbe Sampson company has made a 
food many shoes for the government, 
particularly women's.

women'* 


shoes are bought for the Indian reserva- 
tion.
